PENSACOLA TAKEN. 

Extract of a letter from Dr.Watkins, Post-master 
at Fort Claiborne, Alabama Territory, to the 
Editors of the Milledgeville Journal, dated 
My 27th. 

‘| take the liberty of informing you, that Gen. 


Pensacola on Sunday about 10 o’clock, without 
the fire of agun. ‘The governor of the place and 
some of the inhabitants have betaken themselves 
to the Barancas, with a deterininaticn to maintain 
the post as long as possible. ‘I'he general was 
making preparations to move against the Barancas 
on Monday morning, when my informant left 
Pensacola. His force is said to be 1200, and 
that of the enemy 300. ‘The Barancas is strong, 
situated at the entrance of the harbour; but is 
commanded by an eminence, on which there is a 
fort. The taking of the latter will insure the 
former.” — 
St. STEPHENS, June 2. 
Gen. Jackson, after having obtained possession 
of the town of Pensacola, summoned the fort at 
the Barancas (at which place the Governor, the

A correspondent in Alabama, writing us on the 
4th inst. just after hearing of the late affair at Pen- 
sacola, mentions that several Indians were taken 
in the town, but he had not learned whether any 
were found amongst the Spaniards in the fort. It 
was understood that neither the governor nor any 
of the Spanish officers were subjected to personal 
restraint, though the soldiers were ; and the whole 
were expected to embark for Havanna.
